>I just took my ASR to the dump last month. Like to have killed me, 
>but I got tired of looking at it in the garage. I sure was excited 
>to get it in about 1964...... 


About the same time I started off with a Model 15 that I picked up 
through MARS. I built a Tube TU designed by Phil Catona, W2JAV. It 
was great fun. During the next couple of years I learned how to work 
on the 15 and helped several locals get on TTY. I also went through 
the evolution of several TUs, both homebrew and my favorite, a Mil 
Surplus (CV-89). 


Then in '68 with the taking of the Pueblo by N. Korea I found myself 
on active duty, and later was assigned to the MARS station at Langley 
AFB in Virginia. There I found "Garden City Scrap Iron and Metal," a 


classic junk yard that seemed to pick up everything from the Navy 
that was being scrapped or refurbished. It all came to 5-cents per 
pound for electronic scrap - which worked well for me because I only 
had about 2 to 3 bucks a weekend to spend on myself (times were 
tight.) But you could get a really big bag of tubes for a buck, at 
5-cents per pound.) 


One day they cleaned out a Carrier War-room, I was told, as they had 
about 40 model 15s in the yard, some brand new. The new ones had a 
smaller platen that was used with some sort of clear plastic-like 
medium, that when printed on and scrolled up was projected onto a 3 x 
3 foot screen. This all sat inside a big grey box. Several of these 
boxes must have been lined-up in a room and used to show various 
status of situations, etc. 


Anyway, I negotiated a deal for a dozen or so of the better and the 
newer ones at $5 each - and somehow found the money. 


Over the next 6 months I rebuilt them and sold them to the local hams 
for $25-35 each. 


After getting out of the military, I came back to NJ and found a 
28-ASR. I was l-i-v-i-n-g-! The 28 was wife approved because it was 
much quieter than the 15. 


Still later, when I decided to build a new home, the model 28 went to 
another. It was a sad day. I miss it still.

I acquired a model 15 when stationed at Travis AFB in the early 
sixties, My wife thought it was rather noisy in my small cramped quarters 
on the air base and of course she could not appreciate its communications 
value. Spent many hours fine tuning the 15 and used the tuning fork to keep 
the non-synchronous motor on speed. Built a lot of TU's and had to use 


lissajous patterns based on the 60 cycle AC line to fine tune the filters. 
Pure magic. . .and remembering conferring with with Irv Hoff who was flying 
commercially at the time, I was flying with the USAF. Enjoyed RTTY and the 
West Coast group, later on just laughed at "packet" After all what could 
possibly replace the 15. 

In those days we all monitored the same 80 meter frequency of 3620 and 
many folks had auto start. A good friend of mine had auto start and while 
he was on a trip in the Pacific we loaded up his room with paper that was 
ejected from his machine by sending many, many, many CR's. 

Years went by and I finally acquired a Model 28 and still have it, the 
machine is on wheels and it moves around my shack linked to a UGC-74 
miltiary printer and a CV-89, my Grandson enjoys using the green keys.
